ORDERED I 
CONFISCATED 
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v A fine of $50 and $18.30 costs or 
30 days was imposed upon William 
Draper of i Queen sv Hie by Magist- 
rate W. P\ Woodliffe at Newmarket 
Police Court on Tuesday, on a 
charge of purchasing sugar con : 
trary to the order of the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. 

"(in Monday, January 26, In the 
forenoon, Mr. Draper came into the 
store and asked for two hundred 
pounds* of sugar, one hundred for 
himnelf and one hundred for his 
brother Jack, and paid for it," testi- 
fied Mrs; Edith Crowder, whp runs 
a general store at Ravenshoe. 
"The su^ar rationing had come into 
effect the day before, but I didn't 
know anything about it. Then he 
asked for a bag of yellow, and we 
didn't have it in stock, eo he left 
the order and paid for it." 

"^as the purchase of yellow 
sugar subsequently cancelled?" 
asked K. M. R. Stiver, defence 
counsel. %

"Yes, Thursday evening," re- 
plied Mrs. Crowder. 

"Did you suggest that the sugar 
woujd be a good buy?" . » 

"Yes, I felt my price was right. 
I told .hirn that I understood they 
■were asking $7.90 at other stores 
and! I was only a»king $7.75. He 
earn© back on Thursday when we 
hadjboth learned it was unlawful, 
so I| refunded him the $7.60 for the 
yellow sugar/* . 

Mrs. Olive Hamilton, propriet- 
ress of a general store at. Raven- 



shoe, testified that on January 2e 
the accused came in and bought 
one hundred pounds of white sugar. 
She didn't know about the ration- 
ing until that afternoon when the 
papers came out. 

"As a result of information re- 
ceived from the previous witnesses 
I went to the residence of Mr. 
Draper, R.U. 1, Queensvilie, tftree 
miles north of the village," testi- 
fied 8tuart. Robertson, special in- 
vestigator, W.T.P. "I asked ac- 
cused If ho had purchased some 
sugar, and he said he had. He 
told me he had two hundred 
pounds at the time, went upstairs 
and brought It down. I started out 
and then remembered about the 
other hundred pounds, and he said 
it belonged to the old gentleman 
and lady with whom he lived. I 
asked hirn why he wanted so much 
sugar, and he eaid he was going to 
get married In the summer." 

"I am instructed by my client 
that he did not know of the edict," 
stated defence counsel. "Mr. 
Draper went to the store where he 
usually deals. Mrs. Crowder tells 
us that she suggested to Draper 
that sugar was a good buy. Both 
Mrs. Crowder and Mrs. Hamilton, 
who were storekeepers, didn't know 
about the rationing. There was 
absolutely no publicity whatever 
except in the morning papers. One 
bag belonged to the people with 
whom he was staying." 

Magistrate Woodliffe stated that 
he had heard about the rationing 
several times over the radio.

requires priorities and which a&ain undoubtedly will be 
rationed as retreading begins to hit its full stride. 

Trucks and buses must keep, running. . Roughly, these 
consume one-quarter of our gasoline supply. Half of the other 
three-quarters can be saved, however, by rationing of tires 
and cars and other controls. The Association of Automobile 
Manufactyrers has estimated that even the remaining neces- 
sitous passenger car mileage can be reduced considerably, 
that of the commercial traveller, the lawyer, the doctor. Thus 
a total normal year's consumption of gasoline can be reduced 
by one-third. To the 1942 requirements must be added a sub- 
stantial amount, for our armed forces. Neither can "pleasure" 
driving vanish altogether. _ 

All told it is predicted it will set the automobile back to 
about "1937 level"— turning the clock back five years. 

So, with this resume/if you think rubber, gasoline and 
automobiles are not definitely part of our daily lile, just think 
it over.— The Sudbury Star.

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NOTE AND COMMENT 
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RUBBER, GASOLINE AND AUTOS 

J --~~ 

First it was gasoline, next automobile production all but 
stops, and now it is tires. The government has rationed 
new tires to seven classes of car users only. The rest of us 
are condemned to reclaimed rubber, retreading and second- 
hand tires— and after these supplies are done, to walking. 
Restrictions, rations, controls, permits, licenses — they are all 
real and the list grows daily. If you do not know how rubber, 
gasoline and the automobile has affected our habits of living, 
you will undoubtedly realize it much more potently a year 
from now and for the duration and beyond. 

Ninety-six per cent of the world's supply of crude rubber 
is grown in the .Malay States and J'ava, with production about 
evenly divided between the two. Over 50 per cent, of that 
production came to the North American continent annually. 
A rubber tree takes seven years to cultivate. Producing plan- 
tations, therefore, are the result of years of work. What de- 
struction may come from the fighting in that part of the- world 
cannot be remotely calculated. 

We have on hand in Canada (and the U.S., for that 
matter, because we are both in the same boat, pledged to sink 
or swim together), one normal year's supply of rubber. 
Canada's rubber controller, Alan H. Williamson, states that 
enough rubber will be available for the repair of old tires. 
Civilian consumption will be curtailed over 50 per cent- 
Rubber footwear will be .limited to a few standardized types. 
Last ex. garden hose, elastic bands and such like are definitely 
out. With curtailment of hundreds of present-day uses we 
may make present stocks of crude rubber last three years. 

Small amounts of crude rubber come from Liberia and 
Brazil. Peak production of 45.000 tons came from the Amazon 
valley in 1912. Firestone states that in the Brazilian jungles 
there are 300,000.000 rubber trees. Ford has started large 
plantations in South America with an initial 4,000.000 trees, 
but this year will produce only 750 tons. Guayule rubber is a 
good grade product coming from the guayule plant, at about 
16 cents a pojmd cost, grown in Mexico, California, Texas and 
Arizona. Fifty thousands of it will be available in 1942. 

In the United States and Canada we consumed about 
720,000 tons of rubber in 1941. Capacity for 40,000 tons 
synthetic rubber fs-under construction. This will be raised to 
125,000 tons at once. But as matters stand, synthetic crude 
can be produced at not less than 25 cents per pound. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Frank A. Howard, vice-president of Standard Oil of 
New Jersey .this might be reduced to 15 cents on a volume 
tonnage. In peacetime all synthetic plants will be useless. 
The current price of 22j£ cents has no significance. At one 
time crude rubber sold at two or three cents a pound. At this 
price the sleepy native of the South Seas was quite content. 

Goodyear is already making.tires from reclaimed rubber. 
Firestone is preparing rapidly for similar production. Such 
tires give .reasonable mileage at average speeds. Retreading 
and recapping also will conserve supplies. If a tire is not too 
badly worn, this is done by roughening the surface, applying 
cement and a strip of camelhack <an uncured compound) 
and the two vulcanized together.

Have not had a chance to get 
outside to size up the layout here 
as yet, but can see the hospital 
covers a larger area now than It 
did at that time.

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Forgive us our trespasses, as 
we forgive them that trespass 
against us." 

Whether you are young, old or 
middle aged, a shut-in or an indi- 
vidual blessed with vigorous health 
you are concerned with the sub- 
ject and matter of- forgiveness. 
You need God's forgiveness for 
your own wrongs; and you require 
a forgiving spirit towards others. 

Last Sunday morning, we divided 
the sermon into those two simple 
headings; and we will do the same 
for our newspaper readers. 

THE FORGIVENESS OF GOD 
The- whole Bible is written on the 
assumption that all men are sin- 
ners, and it is careful to put em- 
phasis on the word ALL. It teaches 
us that the unsaved sinner requires 
Gods forgiveness for the salvation 
of his soul; and that the saved sin- 
ner requires daily forgiveness for 
his failures and short comings in 
order to maintain fellowship with 
God. 

It is the glory of Scripture and 
of the Christian religion that 
•"There is forgiveness with God." 
The jurists tell us there is no for- 
giveness in law. The scientists 
tell us there is uone in nature. The 
modem Pharisees tell us there is 
none in Society, but that having 
offended, there is no escaping the 
penalty. The cynics tell us there 
is no forgiveness with anyone, any 

where. Hut the cynics are wrong, 

for there IS forgiveness with God. 

That forgiveness is found at Cal- 
vary. God cannot countenance sin. 
He cannot overloook sin in a man, 
and states it must be punished 
with death: "The soul that sinneth 
it shall die." But in order to save 
man from that penalty, and still be 
able to forgive Him, God, in the 
Person of His Son, bears the pen- 
alty Himself. At Calvary, God is 
saying, "I hate sin so ? --aud I love 
you so, that I will take sin upon 
myself, and exhaust its doom upon 
myself, so that I may forgive you." 
And all those are forgiven who will 
recognize in Jesus their Substitute 
and Saviour. 

The saved sinner must daily pray 
this prayer for forgiveness. foi>he 
is prone to offend God on two 
counts; the one is wrong-doing; 
the other is the failure to do right. 
This may be a new thought to some 
of you. We all understand that 
wrong-doing is sin. But do we re- 
alize that failure to do right when 
we are able is wrong also? Jesus 
did not condemn the man with one 
talent because he squandered it, 
but because he failed to use it. 
Dives was arrainged at the bar of 
God, not because he had thrust 
Lazarus through with a spear, but 
because he had simply left him 
alone. The barren fig tree was 
donned to wither, not because it 
had brought forth rotten fruit, but 
because it had borne no fruit at all. 
Now— who among us is not guilty 
of neglect? Which of us has lifted 
every load we could, and shared 
every burden our strength and op 
portunity would permit? 1 haven't. 
Have you? 

Perhaps sin does not lie heavily 
on your conscience. That docs not 
prove your innocence, howevei. 
Often, those who are least con- 
scious of error are the greatest 
sinners. For many months 1 visit 
ed the bedside of a man whose 
body was diseased by cancer. His 
flesh had swollen to frightening 
proportions, and great, ugly sores 
marred his skin. He had lost all 
energy and zest of life; yet he as- 
sured me over and over again that 
he felt no pain. But that did not 
prove he had no disease; rather it 
proved that the disease had killed 
the sensory nerves, and that deatu 
was creeping up on him with 
stealthy padded gait. In like man- 
ner, frequent sinning may sear the 
sensory nerves of the conscience, 
and we may lose the conviction of 
wrong-doing. We all need forgive- 
ness, and we rejoice to say that 
"He is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sin, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness." 

FORU1V K N K SS TOWARDS 
ONE ANOTH10U. You have notic- 
ed, i am sure, that (Sod has made 
forgiveness of sin conditional. He 
does not make daily bread condi- 
tional, but causes the rain and sun 
to bless the just and unjust. But 
the receipt, of this grent spiritual 
blessing hinges on a condition, 
namely, our forgiveness of all who 
have wronged or hurt us. 

Actually, God finds it impossible 
to forgive an unforgiving soul. 
The reason is, that when God 
grants a man forgiveness, that man 
becomes "A now creation in Christ 
Jesus," How can a man become a 
new creation in Christ while he 
harbours unforgiveness in his 
heart? 

Now and then we meet people 
who say "I could not possibly for- 
give so-and-so." Hugo said, "I 
shall bo a villain the day I shake 
that man's hand." 

But Jesus answers such thinking 
as this with the terse ultimatum, 
"Forgive, and ye shall be fo'rgivon. 
If ye forgive NOT men their tres- 
passes, neither will your heavenly 
Father forgive yon your trespass
